The Bank of England, which 
lias long been the Gibraltar of finan- 
cial strength, is being taxed beyond 
its capacity, and for the first time in 
its history the one pound sterling 
note, which has always been as good 
as Eold. !he world over, is being sold 
in the American market, at four dol- 
lars and fifty cents. 


These conditions exist because of 


our heavy irade balance, and because 
of the tremendous 
drain on Great 


Britain's resources.1 What the final 
results may he no man can foretell. 
Many of the nations of the old world 
are bankrupt otday and repudiation 
•will follow as a natural result. 


Germany of course makes a good 


showing on paper, but Germany is 
trading on an emergency currency 
which has no more value beyond its 
own borders than had the southern 
confederate scrip in the country dur- 
ing the Civil war. 
The old world is spending fifty mil- 


lion dollars a day, and this pace has 
been kept up for more than a year. 
In the day of final settlement, which 
is as sure to come as lime is to pass, 
It will be found that but few, if any, 
of the nations involved, will be equal 
to the strain. 


A prominent American banker said, 


some itme ago, that this war would 
not end so long as the money held 
out, and it begins to look as though 


. the statement might be true. When 
English money shows depreciation, it 
means a weakening all along the line, 
for England is the financial backer of 
half a dozen nations. 


But all this may seem -wide of the 


mark, so far as the attitude o£ Mr. 
Muir and Mr. Harriman on money is 
concerned, except for the suggestion 
that America stands at the front to 
day as a financial power, because'the 
Harrimans and Morgans and Rocke 
fellers, and men of this class, laid the 
foundation, and built wisely. 


The most of us are satisfied with a 


moderate income and are very careful 
lo see that it is spent about as fast 
as it comes in. We may possess a 
desire .to acauire a fortune, and we 
may envy the man who goes to the- 
front as a magnate, but the desire and 
the envy never gets us anywhere, and 
the small estate we have is seldom 
subject to an inheritance tax.

Kernels of The Law 


Inheritance of Property. 
When a person dies without 
_jg a -will his lands descend in equal 
shares to his children and to the law- 
ful issue of any deceased child, or if 
all his children are deceased all their 
children share equally. In case 
a 
widow survives she has one-third in- 
terest in all the real estate for life 
and the homestead during her widow- 
hood. 
If a person leaven no lawful issue 
his lands descend to his widow. 
If 


he shall leave no such lawful issue or 
widow, to his parents, if living, and 
if either shall not be living, the sur- 
vivor shall inherit the estate. 
H a person leaves no lawful issue, 
nor father, nor mother, his property 
shall descend in equal shares to his 
brothers and sisters and (o the chil- 
dren of any deceased brother or sis- 
ter by right, of representation. 


If a person leaves no lawful issue, | 
nor widow, nor father, nor mother, ' 
nor brother, nor sister, his property 
shall descend to his next of kin in 
equal shares. 
In case of personal property 
the 
widow shares equally and alike with 
the children and has the propePty ab- 
solutely. 
Otherwise the 
descent is 
the same as that of real etsate.

The government announced a 
few days ago that it soon would un- 
fold a scheme for sending large num- 
bers of colonists from various parts 
of South Africa into the conquered 
territory,

322,000 
square "miles and is more than fiix 
times the size of England. 
In area 
it equals the size of the Cape and Na- 
tal provinces combined. 
Walfish Bay, one of the flncst har- 
bors in the world, in the oppinion of 
the shipping men here, is destined to 
beconiR a greater port than Durban. 
It will be devloped with a view to 
making it the port and health recort 
for Johannesburg. 
It already is pos- 
sible to enter a train at Johannesburg 
and embark at Walflsh Bay for Eu- 
rope. This is due to the linking up 
of the railway from the Cape North- 
west with the German, lines. 
. Dr. William MacDonald, editor of 
the Agricultural Journal, published 
in Johannesburg, recently has made 
a trip through Southwest Africa foi 
the purpose of studying- its agricul 
tural possibilities. He says: 


"The country is made up of three 
agricultural zones,, southern, centra' 
and northern. In the first the rainfal 
averages seven inches. 
There is a 
great variety of soil, but much of i 
is of a brackish, alkaline nature. 
There are nevertheless numerous fod- 
der and salt bushes which stock feed 
upon. In the 
Kalahari 
region 
the 
sweet teamma melon Is found. 
"In the .second zone the rainfall 
averages 15 inches, and the country is 
similar to the bush, and veldt lands of 
the Transvaal, being well supplied 
with rich sweet grass and valuable 
native bushes. The most elevated 
parts are excellent alike for cattle, 
sheep and horses. 
"The third zone has about twenty 
to twenty-seven inches of rainfall. 
The eastern portion, consists of flat, 
loamy plains well suited for agricul- 
tural operations, while in the 
east 
there ar.e good rains and much grass, 
the region being suited'• for 
semi- 
tropical culture."

In this they have been 
upheld by the American canal . offi- 
cials. It is frequently pointed out bv 
Mr. Feuille that the United States is 
already very liberal with claimants, 
but is decidedly opposed to paying 
twice for the same tract of land to 
which the claimants has a doubtful 
title.

bought itp by -American concerns who 
dye cotton and woolen yarn, cloth or 
any material requiring ihe-use of-the 
colors, the United States faces a -prob- 
lem which must be settled within a 
year or :QO- dyestuffs -will be available. 
At the, present time foreign colors 
cannot be purchased, the Berlin Ani- 
line Works, with 
agencies 
in five 
American cities, being unable to fur- 
nish (her customers with any of the 
precious shades. Together with this 
fact, the 'National (Aniline and Chemi- 
cal company, announces that its sup- 
ply of dyestuffs is exhausted and that 
unless some new means of- procuring 
the'dye can; be brought about, there 
will be practically no colors 
of this 
nature in this country in another year. 
.One of the few successful custom- 
ers of the two large concerns 
men- 
tioned is the Jones Dye Works, which 
at-the present'time is dyeing exten- 
sively for the Bradley 
Kitting com- 
pany of Delavan and .half a dozen oth- 
er large concerns. Because of lack of 
room and equipment, Arthur Jones, 
superintendent and manager 
of 
the 
plant, states he has turned down two 
dozen or more factories, who wanted 
yarns colored. 


Makes :Big -Purchase1. 
Mr. Jones made, what he caTls. his 
last purchase ot dyestufts for at least 
a year, on .Monday of this week, when 
be- was able to secure 17,500 pounds 
of the various colored powders. With 
this supply, and the stock he now has 
on hand, lie declares 
he will 
have 
plenty of material 
to meet the de- 
mand for over a year, or until De- 
cember, 1316. 


Cotton Black Costly. 
Cotton black is extremely 
expen- 
sive, and at the present time cannot 
be bought, anywhere. 
Mr. Jones has 
only a limited supply of this color in 
stock. It is from this dye that gray 
sweaters 
are 
made. When asked 
about the failure to make gray sweat- 
ers o.s extensively as in -pasl years, 
Mr. .lones declared that very few ^ray 
sweaters will be made this year to 
meet the demand oC 
the ipublic. In- 
stead, he said, gaudy and rich colored 
sweaters will be on the market. 


Mr. Jones Is experiencing great dif- 
ficulty in making igreen dye, because 
of the scarcity of blue colored pow- 
der. -He has plenty of yellow on haud, 
but. lacks the blue to mix with it to 
produce th-o green. 
Cardinal is also 
very scarce, only a' scant supply of 
this color being in stock anywhere. 
Cotton black was at one time but 
twenty cents per pound. 
Today the 
price has soared 
to 
sixty-five 
and 
seventy cents. 'When it was twenty, 
any amount could be purchased. To- 
day, the sunnly is exhausted. 
Cardi- 
nal once sold 
for 
sixty cents per 
pound, now sells for 
$2.25. 
Chemi- 
cals have likewise gone up, thus mak- 
ing the commodities which have been 
dyed very expensive. 


Fewer Sweaters Sold. 
K is a certainty that 
fewer sweat- 
ers will be sold unlil the colors can 
be bought much cheaper. "The Amer- 
ican dyestuffs," says Mr. Jones, "are 
not to be depended upon for fast col- 
ors unless the yarn or material dyed 
is given the double process. 


Tt is probable that unless some new 
means is devised within a few months 
for obtaining more 
dyestuffs, 
that 
prices for every article that requires 
the colors, will soar in price.

PLAN FINE EXHIBIT

Madison, Wis., Sept. 4.—Plans for 
observance of Wisconsin day at 
the 
semi-centennial celebration 
of negro 
freedom, at the> Coliseum in Chicago, 
are nearly 
complete, 
according 
to 
Samuel R. Banks of this city, secre- 
tary of the Wisconsin commission to 
the exposition. The date is Sept. 9, 
and arrangements 
have been 
made 
for special trains from Milwaukee and 
Madison. The 
Madison train 
will 
run through 
Evansville, Janesville, 
Beloit and other cities. Both will be 
on the Milwaukee road. William Sim- 
mons will have charge of the Milwau- 
kee excursion, and 0. Anthony Josey, 
Madison, of the JMadison train. 
Speakers for the day will include 
George H. DeReef. 
Milwaukee, col- 
ored lawyer, and Rev. Jesse Woods, 
Milwaukee. 
Governor Philipp has 
been asked to attend, but if prevent- 
ed on that day will endeavor to' visit 
the exhibition later. It is hoped, that 
persons of all colors and creeds .will 
visit the Coliseum; on Wisconsin day. 
Wisconsin set aside $2,500 
for an 


exhibit of the 
accomplishments 
of 
her colored population. 
According to 
Secretary Banks, more has been done 
for the amount available than by any 
other slate, and all states in the "union 
are represented. He stated that 'tew 
people have an adequate 
conception 
ot the completeness and actual worth 
of 
the 
Wisconsin 
exhibits. More 
than any other state. AVisconsin has 
displayed 
the 
agricultural 
accom- 
plishments of her colored population. 
In industrial lilies, the arts and crafts 
and other ways this state is also a 
leader.' Wisconsin's colored 
popula- 
tion is estimated at over r>,000.

model electric-lighted house

hibit. L. Butler, a Beloit youth, has a 
model of a large airship. The whole, 
building contains an exhibit no more 
demonstrative of negro 
possibilities

school, St. Benedict the Moor, of Mil- 
waukee. The eighty or more children 
in this school, most of them depend- 
ents, are taught 
trades of all kinds, 
and the exhibit of their products at 
the Coliseum is one of the wonders of

their own 
enterprise, 
but 
now have the aid of state money and 
are making a 
decidedly creditable 
showing.

BUSINESS

For' some, years back, t\™ of tho 


most .prominent men in the circus buf- 
iuess have been sworn enemies, and 
not on speaking terms. 
These men are John Ringling of the 
Ringling and Barnum show and H. 
H. Hammqn. of the Sells-Floto Buf- 
falo Bill 
show. 
Unknown 
to 
each 
other, these men were both guests at 
one oi the principal hotels in Kansas 
City. 
One evening while-in the lob- 
by of the hotel, these men. suddenly 
came face to face. The meeting was 
so quick, and unexpected that 
they 
both commenced talking at the 
same 
time, and it was not so long until they 
were seated in easy chairs and talk- 
ing, the business over for some years 
back, and it was at this sudden, meet- 
ing of the two famous men in 
the 
business that soon patched up their 
differences and made 
them 
friends

And for this sud- 
den meeting, their supposed grievanc- 
es might have .gone on for years. 
Back in the wagon show days, there 
was a young German clown by 
the 
name of Adolph Zeno, ar.d while Zeno. 
was a clown, he was a quiet matter- 
of-fact Tdnd of a young man, and took 
everything that was .told him by any- 
one around the show as a matter of 
fact. 
Along toward the close of the 
season', the other performers in the 
dressing room thought 
they 
would 
have a little fun wi.lh Zeno, and kept 
telling him that they did not think the 
show had much money and it was a 
question 'whether they would be able 
to pay everybody off when the show 
closed. 
They told Zeno that in .this country 
they always paid the performers off 
alphabetically, commencing with 
the 
A's and going down. This left Zeno 
the last one to be paid, so that he 
did not put in an appearance at the 
'ticket wagon until everybody else had 
their money, and was little surprised 
to think that he was not paid in full. 
Zeno returned to the same show in 
the spring, and when he was asked 
to sign a contract for the season, he 
notified the show <that he had changed 
his name from eZno to 'A.iax. He said: 
"My name is now Adolph Ajax." 
So 
in the fall when the 
show 
closed, 
there was no question as 
to who 
would be tho first man paid off. 


The most hazardous business of a 
circus is that of a lion tamer, or the 
trainer of cat animals, as it is known 
in >the business. 
These men seldom 
live to die of natural causes, and even 
the elephant trainers often meet their 
death in their work, for it is many 
times after years in the business, 
that they get careles and at an unex- 
nected moment they rpceive a death 
blow from the trunk of one of these 
ponderous beasts, that has never been 
suspected 
of 
being 
dangerous. A 
short time ago at Northfleld. Minn., 
while the Great Pa.tterson shows were 
exhibiting there, Frank Lewis, better 
known in the business as Major Du-' 
moiul, met his death in an iron cage 
where he was working a cage of lions, 
and the following letter from North- 
fipM. itells tho dreadful story: 
The members 'of the Great Patter- 
son shows, together with every citi- 
zen of ihe city of Northfleld, 
are 
stunned by the blow that has fallen 
upon them. 
On August 20, at. 9:30 o'clock, be- 
fore an audience of over 1.000 peo- 
ple who had jusrt. applauded him as 
the band played his 
salute, 
Frank 
Lewis, known to the world as Major 
Dumoiid. the Lion KIIIT, was literally 
torn to nieces by the five brutes that 
herebefore had answered his every 
word of command. Promptly at 9: MO 
o'clock Maior made his bow and sten- 
ned into the iron-bound arena. 
H« 
immediately opened the cages and hi* 
tawny nets came tumbling into the 
ring. The first four came out as usu- 
al, when, following his custom, Ro- 
meo, the star cat, jumped from the 
cage door to the pedestal he mounts 
in the first, part of the net. The -.icdes- 
tal was not level or the lion did not 
hit it sauarely; anyway, it 
tnpnled 
over and the enraged brute, falling 
beside the "Major, immediately sunk 
his teeth into thrs Major's thigh. An 
arterv was severfl and the other lions, 
smelling the fresh blood, all attacked 
the unfortunate man.

men moaned and wrung their hands 
in helpless despair. Women shrieked 


wildly and fainted.

rushed, into the big top, where, wiil

uous fire from 22-calibre Winchesie-s 
taken from a shooting gallery close 
by, by John Renfro and Charles Pat- 
terson, finished the work of rescue 
and with two lions dead, the others 
badly wounded, were forced into ihoir 
cages. 
The 
splendid 
presence or 


mind of each and every attache pre- 
vented accidents during the dismiss- 
ing of the big panic-stricken audience 
Not once throughout 
the 
hiticou* 
tragic struggle did Dutnond give wav 
to excitement or lose his head. Ho 
fought coolly and gamely against tlio 
big beasts, and several times he a'- 
most sliped away from. Finally, with 
his body ripped almost to shreds, Dit- 
mond went down under the beasts 
•which -were in a frenzy of blood liisi 
When rescued the Major was hM- 
riedly 
placed 
on 
an 
improviskif 
stretcher and in the Patterson ctr 
was rushed to the Northfleld Hospkj 
tal. where Doctors Seley and 
Bab-*! 
cock, with a corps of able nurses, used 
every means in their power to save 
his life, but without avail, and Frank 
Lewis passed into the Great Beyond 
at 3:26 a. m., having lived just five 
hours. 
He was horribly mutilated and the 
doctors stated that death was due to 
loss of blood, although a saline solu- 
tion was injected into his veins by tlyf 
quart. 


One of the peculiar incidents that 
so often occur just prior to a tragedy 
of this kind happened Just before the 
evening show. A little dog, an espe- 
cial favorite with the Major, was run 
over by an automobile and killed. The 
Major, holding his pet in his arms, 
remarked' to his wife: "That's the 
way I'm going." 
When asked what 
he meant, he replied: "The lions will 
get me some time and I will go quick 
like little 'Trooper' just went." 


Major Dumoud, as he was known to 
the amusement world and public, was 
born in Buffalo, N. Y., in 3SS7. 
He 
leaves, in addition 
to 
a 
million 


friends, a widow, sister, father 
and 
mother, who reside in Nabbs, Ind. 
All shows were closed all day out 


of respect to the dead, and funeral 
service was held at 6 o'clock in the 
Lee undertaking chapel, 
where 
the 
Major's remains laid in state. Two 
hundred and fifty employes of the 
Great Pat'etrson shows were there, 
with hundreds of Northfield citizens. 
The casket and all available 
space 
around it was a bower of flowers. Doz- 
ens of floral offerings from individu- 
al members of this company, offering 
from each separate-show, an*-a big 
blanket of lillies- of the valley from 
the entire company was in evidence. 
A beautiful piece from the Northfleld 
Commercial club, one from the 
city 
authorities, one from the committee 
under whom the show is playing, to- 
gether with many offerings from citi- 
zens of Northfield, made up a verita- 
ble wall of flowers. Throughout Use 
day, 
many lelgrams 
were 
received 
from friends of the Major all over tho 
country, and these, together with the 
floral offerings, will be taken by his 
wife yith the remains to the old 
home in Indiana. 
The services were 
conducted by Rev. J. W. Stebbins of 
Northfield. who made all his everlast- 
ing friends with his beautiful senti- 
ments and touching tributes. 
Frank Lewis had been in the cm- 
ploy of the Great Patetrson shows as 
a trainer of cat animals for eiglu 
years. 
He -was fearless to a fault, 
and loved his work and mastery over 
the jungle-bred monsters. 
He was 


loved by all. as he was a man's mar. 
The writer has known him for a goucl 
many years, and during a long peri- 
od of close association, fraught with 
the ups and downs of the show busi- 
ness, never knew him to complain or 
sneak 
ill 
of 
anyone. 
His 
habl'.s 
Ihroughout his life were most exeni- 
. plary. 
His 
tragic 
and 
untimely 
death was a. catastrophe. 
He will 
long be mourned.
